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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions

Group II, claim(s) 37-48 and 56-62, drawn to treating sleep disordered breathing using 
one of at least two treatment modes, and changing between the modes if necessary. It 
is considered that the use of two treatment modes comprises a second "special 
technical feature".
